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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
references of record show some similar features of applicant's claimed invention, they 
fail to show the use of a strengthening rod for a curtain having a force generating 
member that extends or contracts wherein pointed projections are caused to extend in a 
radial and longitudinal direction in order to prick through the wall of a fabric closing off 
an end of a curtain tunnel as well as retract away from the wall to release and open the 
tunnel as claimed in independent claims 1,6 ,11 18 and 19. While there are reference 
of Berger et al 3,841 ,641 that teach a device with projections that extend radially and 
longitudinally, this device is used to grip elements when the projections are retracted 
instead of extended.
